The equalization factor currently

‘The final assessment equalization 
factor was lissued after a public 
hearing on the tentative factor. The 
tentative factor issued in November 
1984 was 1.0000. 

The equalization factor is deter- 
mined annually for éach county by 
comparing the pric¢ of individual 
properties sold over) the past three 
years to the assessefi yalue placed 
‘on those properties |by the county 
assessor. | 

If this three-year average level of 
assessment jis one-third.of market 
value, the equalization factor will be 
one. If the average level of assess- 
ment is greater than. one-third of 
market value, the equalization fac- 
tor will be less than one. And if the 
average level of assessment is less 
than one-third of market value, the 
equalization factor will be greater 


than one. 

A change in the equalization factor 
does not mean total property tax 
bills will increase or decrease. Tax 
bills are determined by local taxing 
bodies :when they. request money 
each year to provide services to 
local citizens. If ‘the amount re- 
quested by local taxing districts is 
not greater than the amount receiv-

ed in the previous year, then total 


; property taxes will {not increase, 


even if assessments increase. 

The assessed value of an in- 
dividual property determines what, 
portion of the tax burden a specific 
taxpayer will assume.

County officials considering 
forming civic center authority

Madison County officials are con- 
sidering the establishment of a 
Madison County Civic Center 
Authority. 

Such a civic center authority 
would have independent and conti- 
nuing powers to receive applications 
and submit those applications to the 
state for capital projects in the coun- 
ty. 
EXAMPLES OF Civic center 
authority projects in other counties, 
Hagnauer says, include civic 
centers; renovation .and construc- 
tion of municipal office buildings, in- 
cluding public meeting room 
spaces; restoration , of . existing 
downtown theaters and the construc- 
tion of ice arenas. * 

/“Once created, the authority has 
certain powers, including the right 
to acquire and construct, lease, 
operate and maintain fairs, arenas, 
office buildings and associated 


facilities and grounds; to- acquire , 


property, to receive; grants from 
state and federal governments and 
to float revenue bonds for the pur- 
poses of carrying out {and perform- 
ing its duties,”’ Hagnauer states. 

In a letter read to the’ Pontoon 
Beach Village Board Tuesday night, 


Madison County Board Chairman | 
Nelson Hagnauer of Granite City | 


said that county officials have been 


approached by represéntatives from ; 
the Madison County Arts Council to! 


consider creating the! authority. If 
formed, the Madison|County Civic 


Center Authority would exclude: 


Collinsville, since that city already 


has established its own civic center 
authority. 

HAGNAUER IS inviting area of- 
ficials to a publi¢ meeting at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday, March:6, in the board 
room at the Madison County Court- 
house in Edwardsville to discuss the 
establishment of an. authority. 
Hagnauer expects the Madison 
County Board to take actiori‘on form- 
ing the authority during its March 20 
meeting. 

Hagnauer points out that legisla- 
tion passed by the Illinois General 
Assembly several years ago and 
amended in 1983 allows county 
boards to create. an authority 
through resolution and to appoint 


nine members to serve staggered | 


terms of five years. 


“Through: 1982, nine authorities 
throughout the state'were created,” 
he notes. “The 1983 amendments 
opened the way for the establish- 
ment of authorities: throughout Il- 
linois whose projectsiwould be some- 
what smaller than the original civic 
center projects, and which would 
fall under the concept ‘community 
centers.” 


THE REVENUE bonds must be 
payable solely from revenue income 
to be derived from the fairs, exhi- 
bitions and other activities of the 
authority. sak 

And,-Hagnauer adds, if a majority 
of the voters in Madison County ap- 
prove, the authority would have the 
power to levy and collect a tax.

IN ADDITION, the site should be 
able to handle an incréase of popula- 
tion and should be near a community 
with a good quality of life and a full 
range of community services. 

Earlier, U.S. Senator Paul Simon 
(D-Illinois) informed Pontoon Beach 
@fficials that he would support them 
in solving problems that might arise 
in attracting the plant. 

In other business Tuesday night, 
the village board asked Board Presi- 
dent Glen Wilson to set up a con- 
ference with Quality Sand, Inc., 
President Don Peacock. 

PEACOCK HAS asked the trustees 
whcther they have any objections to 
the establishment of a ready-mix 
operation at Quality Sand. Peacock 
asked that the trustees consider 
passing a resolution of inducement 


supporting Quality Sand’s plans to: * 


either enter into a business agree- 
ment with a ready-mix company or 
lease Quality Sand to a such a com- 
pany.

“This year, I distrihuted funds 
less than two weeks after the bills 
went out,’”? he commented. ‘I could 
have held that money, but ‘made six 
or seven payments before the 30 
days after the due date.”) 

HENKHAUS QUOTED from his 
records, which show that 10 weeks 
after the tax bills were| mailed, he 
had. distributed 55.9 percent, ‘or

Lenten Fast Sunday, Feb. 24: 

The liturgical day began at sun- 
down, traditionally for Orthodox 
Christians, with the service of
